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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The amendment to claims 1-8 filed on 1 1/01/2006 is entered. Applicant's 
arguments, see page 4, with respect to amended claims 1-8 have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The 112, second paragraph rejection of claims 1-8 has been 
withdrawn. 

2. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

3. The prior arts made of record and not relied upon are considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Lu (US 6,225,981), Jzuhsiag (US 6,747,633), Nakamura et al 
(US 6,801,967), and Nacson (US 6,903,725) disclose a wireless computer mouse 
without using the USB receiver including a bucking portion. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-8 
are allowable because the newly cited prior art, alone or combination, do not teach or 
fairly suggest the features cited in the amended claim 1 , and along with other limitations 
as recited in the independent claim 1 .
